Officialdom Fixes Eyes 
on Europe to Observe 
Effect of Speech on 
World Court Reserva­ 
tions.

Revision of Entire 
Fiscal System. 


There ie very little unemployment 
In the state at this time, according 
to C M O’Neill, examiner in charge 
of the U. S. employment service at 
Charleston who has just completed his 
October report. The demand for min­ 
ers continued throughout the month 


• Back to the constitution” is the 
slogan of the state department of edu­ 
c tio n in its campaign to have the leg­ 
islature enact laws which will require 
that the state itself stand for at least 
one third of the money spent on puh- 
lic schools in the state. 
The constitution provides that tne 
state shall bear the expense of the 
schools and article 12, section 
which carried the provision, is being 
pointed out as the basis f o r the cam­ 
paign to revise the school fiscal sys* 
tem.

The plan, however, has nothing to 
do with the suggested "county unit 
except so far as the costs are con­ 
cerned. 
At present the state s total 
school bill Is around $27,000,000 and 
*o this the department of education 
contributes about $2,000,000 annually, 
this sum coming from the earnings 
of the permanent 
$1,000,000 
school 
fund Investment required by law, for­ 
feitures. fines and capitation taxes. 
In order for the state to bear one- 
third of the support cost. it would 
have to contribute $9,000,000 as state 
aid instead of $2,000,000 as at the pres­ 
ent. To obtain the $9,000,000 a revis­ 
ion of taxation would be necessary 
and the plan to do this w o u l d call for 
additional indirect 
taxation by 
the 
state and would work to reduce local 
tax rates.

An appeal has been made by tho 
department of education to the legis­ 
lative tax commission to incorporate 
in its recommendations to the nex. 
lecislature. 
some plan which would 
operate to bring In the $9,000,000 for 
state aid to schools. In order to do 
this, it has been suggested that the 
commission recommend taxes on lux­ 
uries as Is done In other states.

An all-steel boat, recently completed 
by the Midland Barge company, a sub 
sidiary of the Treadwell Construction 
company, Midland, today is enroute 
to Colombia, South America, where it 
will be used In Inland water naviga­ 
tion. 
The craft, carrying 90 tons of 
freight, is expected to reach its des­ 
tination within six weeks. 
The boat, 
costing 
approximately 
$60,000, was built for the South Ameri­ 
can Gold 
and 
Platinum 
company 
which operates large gold, silver and 
platinum mines. It Is the second or 
its kind to be built by the Midland. 
concern for this company, the other 
craft being assembled and taking the 1 
water at Paanma. It will be used ex­ 
clusively In the mining operations. 
The craft, twin screw type, Is equip­ 
ped with the 80-horsepower Diesel oil 
burning 
engines and Is capable of 
making a speed of 12 miles per bour. 
It Is 82 feet In length, 18 feet In width 
and about seven feet deep. It has but 
one deck. 
Fuel capacity of the craft Is 1,800 
gallons. 
It will average about one 
mile to each gallon of oil. Its sides 
are of three-sixteenths Inch steel, the 
hull being galvanized to prevent rust. 
The cargo includes steel products, 
coke and provisions. 
It will travel 
down the Ohio to the Mississippi river 
and thence to New ^Orleans. From 
New Orleans It will go to Key West, j 
thence to Havana, to Jamaica and ( 
through the Panama Canal to Colona-j 
bu, located

South America. The boat draws ap-| 
proximately four feet of water with 
its present cargo.

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Proposed Election Code Changes 
A special committee of ten members—three from the state 
senate, three from the lower house, Secretary of State Thad H. 
Brown and three others named by the latter officer—has recom­ 
mended 22 changes in the Ohio election code, according to an- 
oouncement by Municipal Judge J. C. Hanley, executive secre­ 


tory. 
, 
. 
, 
a 
At least three of the proposals—elimination of the names oi 
presidential electors, combining of national, state, district and 
county tickets on one ballot and changing the time of the state 
primaries from August to M ay— should meet with approval. 
With the thought of economy, the committee has urged that 
all special propositions should be given places on the ballot con­ 
taining the national, state, district and county tickets. In the 
event more than one special issue were submitted, the idea would 
pot be looked upon with favor, .for it would mean a ballot too 
long for convenience, not to mention the time required in counting 
precinct returns. 
The plan of holding state primaries in May instead of August 
is a good one, for, as the committee suggests, this would permit 
preference for White House candidates and selection of state 
ticket nominees on the same day during presidential election years. 
The committee also suggests that absentee electors certify 
absence from the county rather than the precinct. If adopted, 
this plan would disfranchise an elector who, although, absent 
from his home city, was employed or visiting in another sub­ 
division fit the county. Under the present law, he has the right to 
vote. 
, 
. - 
And, too, it would be unwise to reduce the number of elec­ 
tion officers in a precinct which at any one* elections casts 150 or 
less votes. The committee recommends that two judges and two 
clerks instead of six "officers should handle the balloting in small 
sub-divisions. However, sight is lost of the fact that some of the 
largest precincts, especially in Columbiana county, cast light votes 
pot frequently. And the four-man precinct board would 'face a 
hard job at any time the full s^engh Poll resulted. 
The committee's tentative draft of proposals fails to take 
into consideration the question of registration for cities such as 
East Liverpool, where, exclusive of rentals, it costs $168 a day 
for enrollment of voters. Under the present law, four days of 
registration must be designated prior to general elections, while 
at least two are set aside for pre-primary enrollment. The consen­ 
sus of opinion of election officers in small cities is that other than 
presidential years, .when general registration is the rule, one day 
Ar'eirough for enrollment as well as the issuance of transfers to 
electors who have changed their places of residence. Of course, 
other provisions would be necessary in larger centers. 
The committee’s action should prompt a general study of the 
situation on the part of the state legislators, and it is not improbr 
able that it will mean a revision of the election laws to the end that 
soaring costs of balloting shall be reduced without impairment of 
the present plan of tabulating returns. 


Congress This Winter 
What will congress do when it convenes in December? 
Old-timers, as they look oyer the situation, suggest that 
congress will not do much of anything between Dec. 6 and March 
4 except talk. For various reasons, action will be difficult. 
The senate will probably talk at length about the world 
court, but do nothing to change the status of this country’s quali­ 
fied application for membership, which the other members are 
disinclined to accept. 
There will be a great deal of excited debate in both houses 
about what to do about income taxes and the treasury surplus, and 
possibly some sort of legislation on. that point. 
The diversion of water from the Great Lakes by Chicago, for 
drainage and navigation, will come up for discussion, and prob­ 
ably bring on a bitter wrangle between the two groups of law­ 
makers representing the Great Lakes and the Mississippi valley. 
That issue, however, may be settled by the supreme court during 
the winter, and thus taken out of the hands of congress. 
There will be a fight to reduce the army and navy expendi­ 
tures and personnel which may or may not succeed. 
Farm relief will enlist attention, as usual, and what will be 
done about it, if anything, is anybody’s guess. 
The status of Muscle Shoals will be considered, with a view 
to final action, and with some insistence on government operation 
tinder the war department, which has made a good record with 
the Shoals plant this year. 
For the most part, congress in this session may be regarded 
as lass a legislative body than a reflection of the national state of 
mind. If no definite action is taken about important matters, it 
will toe largely because the public lacks clear ideas and purposes 
about national issues.

Now for Cooperation. 
The iinal part of the prescription is 
that the cotton grower and the cotton 
spinner, or manufacturer, must get to­ 
gether. 
For so many years that the memory 
of man runs not to contrary the cotton 
grower has been possessed if not ob­ 
sessed with the -idea that the cotton 
spinner op manufacturer is his eco­ 
nomic enemy. 
He has believed that 
the man who buys his raw cotton and 
transforms it into marketable wares 
is always trying to beat down the price 
of his cotton. 
He has felt that he is 
always in the position of having some 
thing that he must sell in a buyer’s 
market, which is recognised in the 
marts of trade as a decidedly adverse 
m arket for a seller. He has suffered 
adversity which 
he 
has attributed 
largely to the rapacity of the buyers 
of his product.

Proposed Election C^ode Changes 
A special committee of ten members—three from the state 
senate, three from Hie lower house, Secretary of State Thad II. 
Brown and three others named by the latt«T officer—has recom­ 
mended 22 changes in the Ohio election code, according to an­ 
nouncement by Municipal Judge J. C. Hanley, executive N e d 


tary. 
k 
* 
At least three of the proposals— elimination of the names or 
presidential electors, combining of national, state, district and 
county tickets on one ballot and changing the time of the state 
primaries from August to May—should meet with approval. 
With the thought of economy, the committee has urged that 
all special propositions should be given places on the ballot con­ 
taining the national, state, district and county tickets. 
In the 
event more than one special issue were submitted, the idea would 
not be looked upon with favor, for it would mean a ballot too 
long for convenience, not to mention the time required in counting 
precinct returns. 
The plan of holding state primaries in May instead of August 
is a good one, for, as the committee suggests, this would permit 
preference for White House candidates and selection of state 
ticket nominees on the same day during presidential election years. 
The committee also suggests that absentee electors certify 
absence from the county rather than the precinct, 
lf adopted, 
this plan would disfranchise an elector who, although, a b s e n t 
from his home city, was employed or visiting in another sub­ 
division of the county. Under the present law, he has the right to 
vote. 
. 
And, too, it would be unwise to reduce the number of elec­ 
tion officers in a precinct which at any one*elections casts 150 or 
less votes. The committee recommends that two judges and two 
clerks instead of six ^officers should handle the balloting in small 
sub-divisions. However, sight is lost of the fact that some of the 
largest precincts, especially in Columbiana county, cast light votes 
not frequently. And the four-man precinct board would 'face a 
- hard job at any time the full strength poll resulted. 
The committee’s tentative draft of proposals fails to take 
into consideration the question of registration for cities such as 
East Liverpool, where, exclusive of rentals, it costs $ 1GS a day 
for enrollment of voters. 
Under the present law, four days of 
registration must be designated prior to general elections, while 
a1 least two are set aside for pre-primary enrollment. The consen­ 
sus of opinion of election officers in small cities is that other than 
presidential years, when general registration is the rule, one day 
,-*? enough for enrollment as well as the issuance of transfers to 
electors who have changed their places of residence. Of course, 
other provisions would be necessary in larger centers. 
The committee’s action should prompt a general study of the 
situation on the part of the state legislators, and it is not improb­ 
able that it will mean a revision of the election laws to the end that 
soaring costs of balloting shall be reduced without impairment of 
the present plan of tabulating returns. 


Congress This Winter 
What will congress do when it convenes in December? 
Old-timers, as they look oyer the situation, suggest that 
congress will not do much of anything between Dec. 6 and March 
4 
except talk. For various reasons, action will be difficult. 
The senate will probably talk at length about the world 
-curt, but do nothing to change the status of this country’s quali­ 
fied application for membership, which the other members are 
disinclined to accept. 
There will be a great deal of excited debate in both houses 
about what to do about income taxes and the treasury surplus, and 
possibly some sort of legislation on. that point. 
The diversion of water from the Great Lakes by Chicago, for 
drainage and navigation, will come up for discussion, and prob­ 
ably bring on a bitter wrangle between the two groups of law­ 
makers representing the Great Lakes and the Mississippi valley. 
That issue, however, may be settled by the supreme court during 
the winter, and thus taken out of the hands of congress. 
There will be a fight to reduce the army and navy expendi­ 
tures and personnel which may or may not succeed. 
Farm relief will enlist attention, as usual, and what will be 
done about it, if anything, is anybody’s guess. 
The status of Muscle Shoals will be considered, with a view 
to final action, and with some insistence on government operation 
under the war department, which has made a good record with 
the Shoals plant this year. 
For the most part, congress in this session may be regarded 
as less a legislative body than a reflection of the national state of 
mind. If no definite action is taken about important matters, it 
will be largely because the public lacks clear ideas and purposes 
about national issues.
